To get women to report earlier for examina- 
tion after the appearance of a lump in the breast, 
is a very important health problem today. This 
is especially important in the case of cancer, for 
the earlier the diagnosis is made, the better the 
hope of eventual cure. 

Some physicians believe that the best plan 
would be to have all women past the age of 35 
report for an examination once a year, even 
though they believe themselves to be well. They 
also hold the opinion that at the first sign of 
pain, or the first hint of a growth or lump, the 
patient should be taught to go immediately to 
her physician. 

The great drawback up to the present has 
been that many women with cancerous growths 
do not report for medical aid soon enough. Can- 
cer in its early stages may be unnoticed, and if 
the patient waits until well-defined lump has 
been present for some time, the growth will 
probably have had time to reach an advanced 
stage . 

Not all lumps in the breast are cancerous and 
there are in fact, several different kinds of 
growths which may be found in breast tissue 
While physicians have given special names to 
such growths, as a general rule, two main class- 
ifications are used: benign and malignant. A be- 
nign tumor is of the type which is not likely to 
recur after being removed. A malignant tumor 
is of the type which is likely to return after re- 
moval, and also likely to progress from bad to 
worse. In the language of the layman, the be- 
nign tumor is “non-dangerous” and the malig- 
nan r is “cancerous.”
